SHIPPING "NEWS. 


RIVETLESS SHIPBUILDING. 


Mossrs, Cammell Laird & Co., 
Ld. of Birkenhead have decided 
to constmct a vessel by the 
electric welding method instead 
of riveting and an experimental 
vessel has been laid down in tha 
company’s yard. Apart from the 
possible failure of the welded 
Tasterial in practice, there were 
many things to be thought of. 
Different joints would be necess- 
ary to those in a riveted ship; 
the problems of asaembly and 
erection wore altogether new and 
men had to be trained as. welders, 
labour.conditions sattled and new 
Nevertheless, 
many of the difficulties have al- 
ready been overcome, <All the 
steel for the vessel has been de- 
livered to the shipyard; a large 
quantity has been prepared, and 
the process of erection and weld- 
ing-up of the various parts is 
proceeding rapidly. .A consider- 
able weight of matorial is on 
the slipway. The vessel is of 

he» will carry 500 tons 
dw. and have a cargo 
capacity of 26,000 cubic fr. 
Several comparisons have been 
made between riveted and welded 
joints, the latter showing 
very much better results. This 
indicates great possibilities. For 
instance, where transverse and 
longitudinal girders cross one 
another, by using a double fillet 
weld it is possible to maintain 95, 
or even 100, per cent. of the 
strength of the sdlid plate across 
such janctions, ~whereas with 
riveted connections the strength 
of the girder which is cut is 
practically reduced to “ nothing. 
With such joints. there is no nec- 
essity to distinguish between the 
longitudinal and transverse sys- 
tems of ship construction, since 
the full strength can be.maintain- 
ed in both directions. . Girders 


under decks can be fitted entirely }. 


between the beams, thereby in- 
creasing the head room on passen- 
ger decks and the cargocapacity in 
holds. . The principal is capable of 
extensive application in other ad- 
vantageous ways. There is every 
need for the ship constructed 
with welded joints to be built 
under the direction ofexperienced 
shipbuilders. There ara many 
matters to attend to in assembly 
and erection, and close laying of 
surfaces .in contact must be 
particularly attended to, the 
weld not drawing them together 
as does the rivet. Itis essential 
that good welders be employed, 
and thet the work be continuous- 
ly supervised.

" . London, March & 
Semi-cficial messages from Berlin, dated the evening of 
March 8, declare the general strike to be practically: ended. - 
Underground trains have resumed and compositors | and 
printers have returned to work. The Bertin Trade Union 
Commission slmost unanimously voted in favour of ending 
the strike, but the decision of the Workers Council of 
Greater Berlin is not yet known, The plenary assembly of 
Workers Couocils Jaid down as conditiona ‘of ending the 
ytrikez no punishment, the release of arrested men, the 
withdrawal of the military from factories and volunteer 
troops from Berlin, Strikes at Erfurt hare also ended. 
Martial law is not yet repealed in Berlin. The Spartacista 
hoisted the Imperial Standard on the palace but it was 
immediately removed. . 


FIERCE FIGHTING IN BERLIN. 


Copenbagen, March 3. 

‘A Berlin semi-cfiicial message on the evening of March 

7 states that insurgent Marines and Militia converted the 
Admiralty offices into a fort which they defended with 
machineguns and other modern weapons, Government 
troops fred three rounds from heavy howitzers hitting the 
building, whereupon some of the defenders fled. Others 
pat up the white flag and evacuated the premises, ‘after 
which civilians plundered them. so 
"A. Beblin semi-officin! message issued on the evening 
of March 7 states that Government troops cleared the Ale- 
xander Platz and oceupied the Police Presidency, There has 
been sporadic shooting in the Wilhelms Platz and at other 
\points, Government troops are now guarding non-strikers. 
The people's Naval Division has’ been disbanded and fight- 
ing in the interior of the city has ceased. The Government 
troops losses are comparatively. trifling and they have cap- 
tured many prisoners. The total casualties exceed 400 killed 
and wounded, including many civilians. A‘ delegation of 
strikers arrived in Weimar today. "8 
“A, Berlin semiofficial message reports that on Saturday 
there was a struggle at the Police Prefecture, where tho | 
garrisem beat back fierce storming attacks lasting for hours. 
The enemy, who were composed partly of armed workmen 
of the big factories, deserters, released war prisoners and 
marines, employed artillery and field howitzers. A small 
detachment temporarily gained a footing in the south wing 
but were dislodged. During the afternoon the Government 
' troops..attacked ot all points and won complete stecesses. 
Volunteers entirely cleared the Alexander Platz. The in- 
surgent militia guard at the Royal Mews fred oa the Gov- 
ment-trocps who stormed the building and disbanded the

TROOPS INFECTED WITH BOLSHEVISM.

Government agents who have just returned frum a 
mooth’s tour of Germany where they investigated the food 
situation and the corisequent spread of Bolshevism have re- 
ported that conditions in Prassia and Saxony are most 
serious, The Russians are regarded as liberntors and the 
‘possibility ofa junction between the German and Russian 
forces on the East front is nowise remote. Marsha) Hinden- 
burg’s army, which is nearly two hundred thousand men, will’ 
be more than sufficient to check the Bolshevik danger if the 
troops are not already impregnated with Bolshevism, but 
there is not a single solid regiment in Germany. 


CRISIS SAID TO BE PASSED.
